Columbia University. 
Is he going to let this Papini, who so shame­ 
lessly berates America and some of Amer­ 
ica’s most idolized heroes, speak at his, Dr.

things: Climate and wealth are what some 
people seek— possibly because one of them 
purchases the other. 
Missourians, though, 
have both in abundance.

round and can’t find weather conditions to 
suit him, he’s particular and hard to please;

A REFLECTION OF CONGRESS. 


A dispatch from Washington 
dealing 
with tax reduction, gave an account of the 
deliberations and utterances 
of 
various 
prominent republican house members re­ 
garding the Mellon bill. 
Setting forth the 
position of representative Nicholas Long- 
worth, the party leader, the dispatch said: 
“Mr. Longworth, discussing the tax 
situation, said congress never had and 
never would, accept, without change, 
rates suggested by the secretary of the 
treasury. It is too jealous of its preroga­ 
tives to do so, he declared, adding that it 
would be no reflection on Mr. Mellon if 
changes were made in the rates pro­ 
posed by him, as his personality had 
nothing to do with the situation.” 
That is a remarkably candid statement. 
It throws a strange 
and 
interesting side­ 
light on the congress of which Mr. Long- 
worth is a member. 
Is congress really ani­ 
mated by so petty a spirit that it is bound to 
change any bill submitted to it simply be­ 
cause it has the power to do so and won’t 
admit that any outsider can prepare a bet­ 
ter bill than it can prepare? 
This particular bill may 
need changes 
and 
there 
are 
practical 
considerations 
which make it certain that it will be chang­ 
ed. 
But Mr. Longworth 
doesn’t mention 
these reasons. 
He says that the bill is go­ 
ing to be changed because congress is too 
jealous of its prerogatives to accept with­ 
out change rates suggested by the secretary 
of the treasury. 
We should think that there would be 
some congressmen, at any rate, who would 
resent Representative Longworth’s remark.

The south again Saturday honored its 
immortal leader when high up on the 
granite wall of Stone Mountain there 
was unveild the sculptured head of 
Robert E. Lee. 
The dream of a great memorial be­ 
gan to come true when an American 
flag was lifted and gathered as a 
coronet upon the brow’ of Lee look­ 
ing out from the wall of Stone Moun­ 
tain—the first of the group planned 
by Gutzon Borglum, the sculptor, af­ 
ter the dream of Mrs. Helen Plane, 
of Atlanta. 
From ten to twenty thousand per­ 
sons attended the unveiling. 
Most of 
them finding room on the hillside, 
facing the monolith, 
when 
Hollins 
Randolph, president of the memorial 
association, 
stood 
up to introduce 
Dr. David Marx, who delivered the 
brief invocation. 
Mrs. Plane, 94, widow* of a con- 
, federate colonel killed in action, was

the 
rostrum 
by Mr. 
I Borglum, the sculptor who had laid 
out the work and whose chisel had 
brought forth from the granite the 
head of Lee in less than six weeks 
and with bared head he stood beside 
her as the lady, attired in a costume 
of the sixties, waved her command to 
the mountain to give forth the head 
of Lee. 
Answering the signal, boulder after 
boulder of granite flashed down the 
precipice and the mountain’s side 
revealed the sculptured face of Lee.

Mr. Coolidge told 
congress 
that 
these were measures 
“by 
which, 
without undue alarm or 
agitation, 
but nevertheless promptly and effec­ 
tively we can bring to hear on a 
-serious though happily, a localized 
emergency, every resource of t h3 
federal government, and all the as­ 
sistance which 
t h e 
business 
and 
farming community can render.” 
“The economic situation 
in 
cer­ 
tain wheat growing sections of the 
northwest,” the president said at the 
outset of his message, “is reaching 
an acute stage that requires organ­ 
ized co-operation on the part of the 
federal government and the local 
institutions of that territory for its 
solution.” 
Calling attention to the mention 
he made of this situation in his mes­ 
sage to congress in December, he 
continued: 
“Great numbers of individual farm­ 
ers are so involved in debt both on 
mortgages and 
to 
merchants 
and 
banks that they are unable to pre 
serve the equity of their property. 
They are unable to undertake the 
diversification of farming 
that 
is 
fundamentally necessary for sound 
agricultural re-construction 
of the 
area. They are unable to meet their 
obligations and there has been in­

banking fabric of these regions. 
“Not only have there been large 
numbers of foreclosures

farms, but there are groat numbers 
of farmers who are continuing

The Farmer and the Railroads 
T 


HIS is the second of a series of articles addressed to farmers in which it is our 
purpose to discuss candidly the transportation situation in America today. 
In 
the first article it was shown how the building of the railroads made possible the 
grow th and development of the agricultural industry of the Middle West. 
The value 
of railway properties required in the production of an adequate transportation service 
is the subject of this article. 
In the beginning, railroad building was one of the greatest “gambles” on the face of 
the earth. 
Those pioneers who pushed steel rails and pulled “ Iron Horses” into virgin 
w ilderness took long chances and expected large rewards if they won. 
Farmers and 
townsfolk offered every inducement to prospective railway builders. 
Men were elected 
to state legislatures and to congress, instructed to vote land grants to those who would 
risk their work and money and frequently their life in the construction of new railroads. 
It should be remembered, however, that lands granted to railroad builders almost 
invariably were worthless w ithout the railroads and it was in the hope that the building 
of railroads would enhance the value of other lands that grants were literally forced on 
the builders. 
Then, eventually, it became popular to attack the railroads on this and 
other grounds. 
The attacks were repeated until congress yielded to insistent demands 
and enacted the Valuation Act, ten years ago. 
That law wa6 a result of continued declarations that railroad securities were inflated. 
It was said that investigation would prove those assertions. 
The contrary has been 
true, however. 
The Act cost the railroads and the taxpayers approximately ten times 
as much as it was said it would cost and the result has been that the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission, w hen faqed w ith the necessity o f arriving at a valuation for rate 
making purposes, declared that, based on the work accomplished up to that time, and 
on the best other information available, the value in 1920 was $18,900,000,000. 
Since 
that time more than $2,000,000,000 of additional new capital has been put into the 
railway properties and this figure represents more than the total par value of all out­ 
standing railroad securities,.stocks and bonds. 
Having failed in their efforts to prove that the railroads are staggering under a burden 
of inflated values and “watered” stocks, the same type of men w ho strangled the rail­ 
roads with unnecessary regulatory legislation now propose to declare the real value of 
railroads to be quoted values of railway securities which have been forced down largely 
as a result of the activities of railroad antagonists. 
Let us apply this line of reasoning to agriculture. 
Suppose the actual value of a Corn 
Belt farm today, based on 1913 values, to be about $12^000, or 30 per cent more than 
the value in 1910. 
Suppose further, that during the last ten years, due to rising pro­ 
duction costs and limited earnings, the “paper” value of that farm, based on its net 
earning power, had decreased approximately onc-half. 
Based on war-time and anti­ 
war values, that farm would be worth a great deal more than in 1913. 
According to 
government statistics such an average farm is actually worth,$18,000. 
How many 
farmers would be willing to have the government fix the price of farm products, using 
as a basis, the depreciated “paper” value of half the actual value of 1913? 
The Interstate Commerce Commission has tentatively fixed the value of the railroads 
—using 1913 values as a basis—at $18,900,000,000. 
Since then new capital put into 
railway properties bring the total to approximately $21,000,000,000. 
The quoted or 
“paper” value of all railway securities is about half that amount. 
Yet that valuation 
w as arrived at without considering cither the par value or the market value of outstand­ 
ing securities. 
Is there anything fair or square in the proposal of some men to arbi­ 
trarily declare that depreciated figure to be the value of railway properties? 
(Especi­ 
ally when, based on replacement values at present day prices, the total value probably 
would be about $30,000,000,000.) 
And it should be remembered that, even on the basis of the tentative valuation arrived 
at by the government for rate making purposes, the railroads have failed by nearly 
two billion dollars to carn even the 
per cent Congress has said would be a fair return 
on the money invested in the production of railway transportation service.

Cake Making and Baking 
P A K E MAKING is an art and 
baking it is just as important. 
f or a quick cake which eliminates 
the slow process of creaming the 
butter and adding the cream gradu­ 
ally, a good cake may be made in 
half the time. 
Put ail the ingre­ 
dients together as foliows; 
Break 
Hie eggs, and the sugar, the butter 
warmed but not melted, Hour sifted 
with baking powder, added alter­ 
nately with the milk, the beating 
done when ail the mixing is over; 
beat well for five minutes, using a 
large egg beater or beat in a cake 
mixer. 
In baking cake which should be 
baked 4U minutes, divide the time 
into quarters. 
The first quarte! 
toe cake should begin to rise, tilt 
second quarter it should finish ris­ 
ing and begin to brown, the third 
quarter, or when it has been in 
the oven 30 minutes, it should be 
well-browned 
and 
the 
last 
ten 
minutes 
it 
finishes 
cooking 
and 
shrinks from the pan. 
It is a good 
practice to thrust a toothpick into 
the center of a cake; If the tooth­ 
pick 
seems 
dry 
the 
cake 
will 
be done. 
Another test is to hold 
the cake near enough the ear to 
notice any sound of cooking; if it 
sings slightly let it remain a short 
time longer in the oven. 
The sponge cake which is light­ 
ened 
entirely by beaten eggs is 
the foundation for jelly roils, lady­ 
fingers, angel food and sunshine 
cakes.

They were in a straitened condi­ 
tion, but had no reason to fear, for the 
Lord had led them there.
